The Mississippi Breaks Throuffli tbe 
Levees and Submerges 
.Whole'Coijinties* 



Colored People Lose Tlieir Lives. 
Railroads Blocked Witli 
DriftingrSnow. 

JlKMniis, March Ki. — Tlie river has 
broken all records, the saugo last niizht 
rcsieteriiig 3(3.4 feet. The rise continues 
at Cairo and all intermsdiate points. 
News of tbe Srat aerious break in the 
levee reached thia city yesterday. It oc- 
curred Saturday near Mouena, Ark., 
iifiy miles above Memphis. Tlie river ia 
raging tiirouRh the crevasse at a teiriflc 
rate, having the tremendous full of fif- 
teen feet to give it force and send it to 
deal death and -destruction in the low 
lands of MiesiSBippi county, Ark, The 
icvee which gave way is in front of Mis- 
sissippi couuty, and it is thought the 
water will almost if not entirely cover this 
county. The steamer City of Osceola 
passed down a short time after the break 
occurred and rescued a iiuraber of un- 
fortunate people. For miles and miles 
to the west of Memphis not a home is 
habitable. 

Oil the overflowed land where the cur- 
rent is not strong it is not diOicult for 
the people to escape with most of their 
household truck on skill's, dugouts or 
raits, and the surface of the water in 
every direction was dotted with these 
little cratt. At Marion, Ark., all the 
available steauiera fit for such duty have 
been employed rescuing the flood vic- 
tims. Down tbe levee are stored great 
stocks of goods of all kinds, the' house- 
hold property of fugitive negroes or 
poor white folks, and there are great 
numbers of ho..-es, cattle, etc., that have 
been saved, while ctill greater numbers 
had been lost before help could come. 

When the first relief boat, the 0. D. 
Bryan, got to Marion there was a great 
rush on the part oi the people, white 
and black, to get aboard with their 
property. Negroes had been standing 
up in the water with their stock for 
liours waiting for this moment. There 
is not standing room •for a dozen people 
that is not under water, except the rail 
road tracks. Up and down the river 
very few signs of life are manifested on 
any of the plantations, and ns there has 
been no means of saving the stock, it is 
certain that nearly all have perished. 

Nearly all the refugees that are 
brought to this city are without means. 
Many of them -slept on the levee. A 
hundred citizens of Memphis got to- 
gether this morning and devised means 
to send relief boats to the overflowed 
districts and to furnisii support to the 
tiood victims wl'.en they are brought to 
this city from tlie anrrounding country, 
ft is reported that five persons living on 
J'"our Mile bayou, near Marion, Ark., 
were drowned in the Hood. At West 
Tileraphia, Jake Carter, colored, and 
('liild were Bwopt away by the torrent, 
and both perished. All of tlie islands in 
the vicinitj'of Memphis are entirely sub 
merged. 

N.\siiviM.E, Tenn., March 10. — The 
Cumberland river reached 12 feet on the 
gauge here yesterday. Forty feet is the 
danger line. The low lands about the 
city are submerged and many cellars of 
business booses are filled with water. 
Families in tbe threatened districts are 
moving out and merchants are taking 
their goods to second floors. The river 
will certainly reach 45 and possibly 17 
feet. 

fc-i, Taui,, March Ki. — Hailioads have 
never before in their history had so 
much to contend with tiecansc of drift 
ing enow. It is stated that there are 
200 cars of freight at initial points and 
elsewhere destined for towns off the 
main lines, in Dakota and Minnesota, 
that cannot reach their destination until 
the branch lines are opened. It is stated 
that there i,s sufTering in South Dakota 
by reason of tbe branch lines bein 
closed. In that state over 600 miles nf 
ro.id have been jiracticully abandonet! 
for fully two week?. 

Jy:'arly all of thia r«il(>a^e is on the 
l*iftnch lines ot tlie Milwaukee system, 
and the northwestern part of it bulongs 
to the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific. Many towns in South Dakota 
tiave had no mail for some time, to .say 
nothing of freiglit and passenger traffic. 
Through trains on the main lines of the 
Northern PaciGc, the Groat Northern 
and the Soo are running, but from two 
to seven hours late. Tlicae roads are 
concentrating their ellbrtH to keep the 
coast lines open. Tlie trains between 
here and Chicago are running on f^ir 
time. 



AGRICULTURE IN SCHOOLS. 

To i jii; lOiHTdi; : — Allow me to direct 
puljlic attention to one |)ha8e of our 
educational system recently introduced, 
v\y... the teaching of agriculture from a 
text book to tx>th sexes from ten years 
up. 

I do not profess to condemn so highly 
important a subject, nor to underrate its 
usefulness in the schools, but I in com- 
mon with many parents must deplore 
its introduction in the common schools, 
believing the High school would be the 
proper place for such teaching, or at any 
rate that it be not handled promiscu- 
ously as at present by children of tender 
years, and more eapeeially girls who 
may occupy their time far more usefully 
at needlework. 

And liere again I must diflclaini any 
intention of wishing to criticise the de- 
partment, at whose head a very able and 
Hcholarly gentleman prosides in the per- 
son of the Hon. Col. Baker, but merely 
to draw the notice of the authorities to 
the fact that there ia great discontent in 
many circles on the above ^ubject, par- 
ticularly at the present time when other 
important subjects are crowded out and 
pupils thereby aufl'er.

To THE Editoii '.—I will for the sake of 
brevity, only remark relative to Mr. 
Sarel's BUggestions respecting the differ- 
ent proposed routes to reach the Yukon 
region, that with the exception of a 
short distance near the southern end of 
Teslin lake, it ia already known that the 
routes from the head of Lynn canal and 
Taku inlet are far from being aa favor- 
able as that between Stickcen and Teslin 
lake. No expert, either by examination 
oi- report can change the altitude or do 
away with the enormous difBcuIties 
which have to be encounteredin crossing 
those coast ranges. There la no necessity 
for a Bummer'a delay. All that yet re- 
mains to be done to settle the matter, is 
to have the exploratory line run from 
Stickcen to Teslin lake when an easy 
an permanent trail either for winter or 
summer would be provided. There is 
reason to believe that before the charter 
time expires for the completion of the 
railway, the trail would be found iuau- 
tlicient to accomnrodate the volume of 
trade to pass over it. Thia trial, how- 
ever, would be a great improvement on 
those at present used; would secure the 
trade to British Columbia; and in win- 
ter, v.-ould of necessity, Ive supplied with 
atationi! and alielter for teams and pas- 
sengers suggested by Mr. Moore.

OUR ROADS. 

To Tin; I'lnrroi: : — One of the most im- 
portant matters which our mayor and 
city councillora have to face are the roads 
of Victoria, and, in connestion with this, 
I beg to draw ' their attention to that 
which most seriously aflects tliesu, viz., 
heavy bauUnu; with narrow tires, on 
roads, a few of which have a mixture of 
broken rock and clay on them (we will 
call them "macadamized"), but most 
of which are only gravelled. 

Tlie provincial government in 1^89 
saw the defect ot allowing tlie use of nar- 
row tires with heavy loads, and reme- 
died it by passing an act for the preser- 
vation of the public roads, entitled the 
" Wide Tire Act," whicfi made it unlaw- 
ful for any wagon or vehicle carrying a 
load of more than 3,000 jjounds, to be 
drawu or driven on any of the public 
highways of Victoria diatrict, unles the 
tires of such wagon or vehicle were at 
least four inches in width. The result 
being that the roads adjacent to Victoria 
are infinitely better than most of the 
city ones. Farmers at first objected 
strongly to the wide tires, but tliey now 
prefer tliem, seeing how much easier 
hauling witli wide tires is on roads that 
are kept in good shape by tlic use of 
them, than hauling with narrow tires on 
roads cut up by them. 

It would mean a certain amount of 
hardship to those who are at present us 
ing heavy wagons with narrow tires, to 
be compelled to substitute wire tires on 
their wajjons. That could, however be 
done during tbe summer, and an enorm- 
ous saving would be effected in the wear 
and tear of the roads. 

Good roads are of so great importance 
to the prosperity of our city that I trust 
our worthy mayor and aldermen will see 
fit to act in this matter. F. B. P.

TARIFF CirAXGFS IX 

THE USU'ED STATES. 

The seasion of congress now being held 
is for the purpose of trying the third e.x- 
periment in tariff making in three years 
In this connection a brief resume ol re 
cent United States political history may 
be timely. It will be recalled that when 
Cleveland took ofiice in 1S85 he found an 
overflowing treasury and a tariff that 
\v;ts producing revenue more rapidly 
even than an extravagant congress could 
expend it. Hie first message spoke of 
the necessity of reducing* taxation in or 
der to cut down the steadily accumu- 
lating surplus, which, as he pointed out, 
was a constant iiicentiv.e to extrava 
gant;^. lie continued to urge tiiese re 
(luctions, each message growing more 
emphatic than the preceding one, but as 
congress during his whole term 
was hostile to him, bis appeals 
were without efFect. • It ii 
to be remarked, however, that Cleve 
land's tariir reform policy was not 
prompted by any friendship for free 
trade or any liostility to the beneficirieg 
of protection, but was simply based 
upon the fact that much more-was being 
taken from the people in taxes than was 
needed for the public service. 

It was very evidi-nt tliat Cleveland's 
views would prevail in the long run i 
aoinethin{; were not done to couulurac 
theni. and in the election of 1S88 
tremendous effort was made by the 
manufacturing interests to defeat him 
and organize the national government 
upon such lines a8> would give them the 
control of the inevitable tariir changes. 
The idea favored by the Democratic 
party v.'as that there should he a hori- 
zontal reduction of the tarifl'. This did 
not suit the manufacturers and the re- 
sult was the election of Harrison and 



We reprint in another place a short 
extract from the Mail and Empire, which 
we think very correctly sets out the 

principle upon wbich governments ought 
to act in {granting' aid to railways and 
other development projects. JOxpendi- 
tures in this direction are justilied when 
a corresponding return to the cotintry is 
assured. It is evident to everyone, lor 
it has been proved to a demonstration, 
that British Columbia is a province of 
incomparable resources. We are not 
enii)loying the languaire of exaggeration 
wlien we say that there is probably no 
part of the world awaiting the magic 
touch of capital and enterprise that gives 
better promise than this Province. 
Its dimenaiona are imperial and its 
wealth in keeping with its territorial, 
magnitude. Almost every month die 
closes some new element in its prospec 
tive eminence from an industrial point 
of view. J'-ither new discoveries of valu- 
able ores or new methods of treating 
them keep those interested in mining on 
the alert all the time. The great results 
shown by those mining properties 
which are far enough advanced to be 
producers has challenged the attention 
of capitalists the world over, li ever an 
hour has struck in the history of any 
community, which marked the begin- 
ning of a new era of prosperity, such an 
hour has struck lor British Columbia. 
We may approach the consideration of 
tiu- policy which ought to infiuence 
the governments, federal and pro- 
vincial, not as an isolated 
and struggling, province, whose 
future is uncertain, but with the confi 
denco which coifles from an assurance of 
success. Parliament and the provincial 
legislature, when they deal with pros 
pects for the opening of this great pro 
vince, may do so, not as for the belter 
ment of tlie condition of a few small and 
scattered communities, but as the prep 
aration for the advent ol thousands pi 
aetilefa' and millions of capital. The 
British Columbia.'which Jis concerning 
itself as to the best line of development 
policy to l)e adopted, may consist of 
only a hutiJred thousand people dis- 
trihuteil over an area larger than the 
German empire; but the British Colum- 
bia which will enjoy the fruits of an 
enlightened and progressive policy, 
wisely administered, will be something 
very different. 

Wo saw in the neighboring .State of 
Washington how tlieir population in- 
creased in a decade from 00,000 to nearly 
400,000. But Washington never attract- 
ed as much attention as British Colum- 
bia is attracting to-day, and never had 
anything like aa much to offer to the 
world of capital and enterprise aa JSritish 
Columbia has to. oiler to-day.

The result was as anticipated, that is to 
say, there was a reduction of imports, 
and albo of revenue: but the imports leli 
oil' so nuu'h as to greatly disarrange the 
ba-sineaa of the country, and the revenue 
HO dwindled away that the I'nited States 
treasury was for the first time in years 
brought lace to face with a scries of defi- 
cits. The dislocation of trade and the 
concurrent disturbance of the financial 
market preeipated hard times ; so that 
altliough Preisdent Harrison was ajipar- 
ently warranted by the facts in declar- 
ing in his annual message in lSi)l 
that the country never was so 
prosperous, he was overwhelmingly 
defeated in 1SQ2, because of the 
cry of bard times, at least so the Repub- 
lican press said at the time, and for the 
iirst time in thirty years a congress was 
elected with the Democrats in control of 
both branches. At the first regular 
session of the new congress, the Wilson 
f tariff bill 'Was introduced.

C. Brown sang alone on 
dillorent occasions, and his choice of 
music gave good scope for bis always 
popular baritone. Mr. James Pilling 
was another favorite, whose tenor was 
perhaps never more catchy. 

Mrs. Gregson's song, "Kathleen Mav- 
orneen," was one of the strongest at- 
tractions on the programme, her flexible 
mezzo-sopriano seeming to be splendidly 
adapted to the song. Messrs. N. Muir 
and'F, Sehl were the only male soloists 
and both appeared in their best voice. 
Some difficult Irish airs were played 
very creditably on the violin by Miss 
Blackie. Messrs, Richardson and 
Goward contributed lauRhable comic 
akotches.and a recitation by Mr. A. Sem- 
ple, which gave everyone amusement, 
was the only other number. Mr. H. 
Dallas Helmcken made a capital chair- 
man. _

TUrd Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TWENTY-FOURTH DAY. 

Tuesday. Maruli 10, 1897. 

The Speaker took the chair at So'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. Canon Bcaiilande. 

Mr. .\dam8 introduced a bill entitled 
" An act relating to tlie employment of 
Ghinete on worka carried on undei- 
franchisea granted by private acts. ' 
Xbia act, of which the short title is the 
•'Ahen Labor Act, 1897," provides 
shortly that in any act passed by the 
lepislature fivins: any person or body 
corporate the riuhtof " erecting a bridge, 
makinj; a raihvay, tramway, turnpike" 
road, teleerajili or telephone line, the 
confitnic^iion or im])iovt;ment of a har- 
bo-, cauiil, locli, (hun, Blide or other like 
rfork, the right of ferry, tlie rii^ht of 
ciirrying on any trade, business, occu- 
pation, or calling, the giving, grantinc: 
or contirmiiig to such pcraou or body 
corporate any property rislits or 



inclade all water for the time being un- 
appropriated or unoccupied or not used 
for a beneficial parpose, and part 1 de - 
clares all recorded water to be vested in 
the crown in the right of the province; 
next that no title to the diversion of 
water shall be acquired by length of use 
or prescription or otherwise than by 
direct legislative authority. The first 
part of the act was not more 
than a resume of the Water Privileges 
act of 1S!)2, declaring all water to be 
vested in the crown, and section o sets 
forth that " no right to the permanent 
diversion or the exclusive use of water 
shall be acquired by any riparian owner 
or by any other person by length of uee 
or otherwise than as may be acquired or 
conferred under the provisions of this 
act or of eoiiie existing or future act ot 
parliament." That was the same law as 
it stood on the statute book to-day. 

Part '2 of the act dealt with the record- 
ing of ■ water for domestic, agricultural 
and mining purposes, and also for 
niechaiiiijal and industrial purposes, 
ctipn 7 of this net was new and set out

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the Lunacy bill, Mr. Stoddart 
in the chair. 

The title of the act was changed on an 
amendment moved by Dr. Walkeui, to 
•:ie lioapital for the Insane Act, 1S97.,' 

In se-Jtion 40, providing that where a 
person legally responsible for a patient's 
iiiaintt-nance is able to pay lor his sup- 
port ha must do so; the Inet tliroe lines 
of the section, which provided that the 
patient would be discharged if such per- 
sons refused to pay, *va3 struck oat. 

Another amendment was one proposed 
''v Dr. Walkem providing against any 
medical man signing a certificate of 
innacy in any case wheKsthei patient is 
his relative. 

The bill was reported complete with 
amendments, and report put down for 
consideration on Thursday. 

W.AS'ER CLAUSES CONSOiIilDATrOX Al T. 

Hon. D. M. Gberts in moving the sec- 
ond reading of the Waier Clauses Con- 
solidation Acc, said that this bill had the 
formal title set out atgrealerlength than 
■was customary in order to convey at tlie 
outset an idei of the main purposes 
sought to be eil'ected, whichAyere: 

!. To contirm to the crown (following 
• the principle of the Water I'rivilegea Act 
of l.">-.'2) all the unrecorded and unappro- 
priated water and wtter j;o(ver in the 
province : 

2. To consolidate and air.end the law 
relating to the ae^j uisitioii of \7ater rights 
and privileges for ordinary, iiomeh:tie., 
mining and agricultural purposes (in- 
cluding all ordinarj' cases of mechanical 
and industrial use; 

1. For making adeouatfi provision for 
municipal water supply (this branch be- 
ing extended to facilitate the construc- 
tion ©f waterworks systems in jjarts of 
the province which, altiiough linincor- 
ported, may contain eufficient/ popula- 
tion to warrant the construction of a 
system ; 

4. For the applicatioa of water powor 
to industrial and meehaniciil purposes, 
in thib branch of tho act being contained 
al! the provisions rehitii;;; to electric 
light, trumwayand power couipanies, ir- 
rigation companies, and companies hav- 
ing for iheir object the generation or 
procuring of power from the uaeof.v ater 
rights. 

Tliese four main purpoEo;: formed the 
subject of tfie first four parts of Die Act, 
the remaining parts 5 and<'. dealing with 
the procedure upon exprojiriation oi 
laiuls, the exercise of poweiu incidental 
thereto and the regulations for facilitat- 
ing the carrying out of the act ami the 
repeal of the dilFerent acts and sections 
of acts with which this bill ,20w deals. 
Having thus analyzed to a certain ex- 
tent tbe title which outlined tho genera! 
scope of the act, the •attorney general 
]iroceedei|l to indicate the guiding princi- 
ples which had been kept in view in pre- 
paring the bill. It had* been considered 
.essential in the public interest that as 
ifar as possible specific and adeiiuat/e pro- 
■vieion should lirnt be made to render all 
water rights vested in the crown availa- 
ble as a source of cupply to the people 
for domestic purposes and to tho agri- 
culturist and to the miner for tho 
purposes of their respective callings, 
and to nil municipalities and pop- 
ulous localities for waterworks pur- 
poses. Suhiect to the supply o£ 
water for these purposes the bill 
<leal8 with the needs of certain classes J 
requiring water for certain indiietrial 
.and mechanical purposes so as to render 
the entire water aupply available for the 
requi^emciiite of ievery boDa-fide indas- 
trltl or mochanical undertaking in th« 
province, eubject to each rules and 
regulatlbns as will ensure economical ac- 
/juisition and use." The first portion of 
tbe act defines unrecorded water as be- 
ing all water which for tho time being 
is not held under and used in accordance 
with a record under this actor under 
acts repealed hereby or under spc/iial 
-grunt by paWo or private act, and sIjb)} j 



part of the act shall be subject to and 
conditional uj)OU the reasonable use for 
the purposes for which such right, power' 
or privilet:e is ('onierrc'l anil acquired. " 
This was a declaration that he felt sure 
would Qieet with general approbation. 
-Agriculturists could get as much water as 
they rui| uired for land and domestic pur- 
poses, mid the provisions in tho mining 
and placer acts in regard to water were 
rotaine<'l under the same conditions. 
The act was not retroactive in etl'ect. 
Reference was then made to the sections 
in this part of the act providing for 
loavo to apply for water that has been 
granted on a lease, but not used, and for 
oiitairdng interim records for non-user 
by the original recorder. Provision had 
also been made for better security being 
given as protection against loss or dam- 
age to persons whose lands were crossed 
l.iy works used for tho tliversion of water. 

Pan; dealt, it was explained, with 
the supply of water to towns, cities oruu- 
incorp.oratod localities. ProvLsiona were 
mailo for a iiiuniciiiality to carry on 
water works systems and to oxjjroijriate 
water rights already recorded, if deemed 
necessary, foi a proper supply for house- 
hold ])urpoges by the municipality, 
provisions being made for p.aytnent of 
dftDiages for the works so expropriated. 
There were also powers bo which a water 
company might supply a municipality 
by arrangement with that municipality 
and there were provisions for carrying 
on waterworks, if needed, in unincorpor- 
ated localities. Clauses in the act em- 
powered a municipality to orpropriat i 
waterworks companies' systems on pay- 
ment of the value aa laid down in the 
act. 

In looking through part 3 it would be 
seen that the rules and regulations for 
carrying on water com panics were rather 
elaborate, but it was believed that if a 
company took advantage of these see 
tions they could get to work (juicker 
and in a simpler manner than incjming 
to the house for a private bill. 

Part 4 wiis for the purpose of having a 
comprehensive and uniform method of 
meeting the waiitfl oi all companies de 
airing to utilize water and water power 
for the purposes of their undertakin;j:a 
and in order to carry out the spirit of 
the act it was intended to intro- 
duce in a very «hort 'time a 
companies' ciauees act on ^the basis 
of the rules long in force in England re 
lating to conipahies of this bind. Com- 
panies incorporating under this act must 
make elaborate statements of their re- 
ijuirementB and tbeir scope to the Lieut. - 
Governor iu council, who would make 
inquiries into the solvency of the com- 
pany and their ability to carry out their 
proposed works. 

The last part of the act dealt with the 
repeal of former enactments und regula- 
tions and section l.'il gives tl:u J>ieut.- 
Governor in council power to regulate and 
adir.st the tolls and charges to be made 
ami levied by ])C',vor companies. After 
touching on other features in the bill 
the Attorney-General dosed by saying 
that the hill was very comprehensive 
t;nd was suhmitt-ed in the hoi)e that it 
would merit general approval. There 
might be some clauses wnich might not 
he altogetheracceptable, but these might 
I <e altered in committee if thought ad- 
visable. He would now move the second 
leading. 

.Mr. .Semlin had listened with pleasure 
to the Attorney-General, but he was of 
opinion that a bill ofenoh laice scope as 
this should liave Ixhui brought (Ir)wu 
earlier. He lioped it \. ould meet the 
requirements, but he v.-asof oj)inion that 
.a less elaborate act miglit have been bet- 
ter earlier in theseKiiion. He would not 
(Oppose the second residing, but wished 
it to be unilerstrxjd that the (U)po.siti()u 
w(,uld not feel reejKiUiiible if the cct- re- 
(juired a considerable amendment next 
sesf ion. 

Mr. Cotton coiiijjlimentcd the Attor- 
ney-* ieneral on his evident desire to 
bring in a eompreh-ensive act dealint; 
v.\l\i the water iiuestion. From what 
the Attorney-General had said changes 
in detail might be necessary to make the 
measure workable, but there could be 
only uM(nialified approval of the 
proi)ositioii that the holding of 
water only went with the 
reasonable use of it, and that no person 
or company could lock up water witliout 
making use of it. Ho thought some 
amendments might be nnide to make the 
act almost automatic in its working and 
lliat the Lieut. -tJovernor in Coi:nei! 
would only liave to interfere in ci:tr(ime 
Cises. He would like to see some better 
way of meaeuring water than by miner's 
inches. 

Mr. Sword also said he would like to 
see some cluuses changed in committee 
and some sections put in to provide ior 
the crown getting a revenue for the use 
of the water. 

Dr. Walkem exjircsaed himself as of 
the ojjinion that the l)ill put too much 
power in the bauds of the goyerninent. 

The bill was read asecondtiineand on 
tho call forname.e Br. Walkem was the 
only one who voted against it. 

The railway comimittee reported the 
preambles provided in tho Vancouver & 
Lulu fslanil Railway bill ; Victoria, Van- 
couver U'estniiufiter bill; Cariboo 
I.'aihvay hill; and the Delta, New West- 
I .minater rt: luistern bill. 

The house adjourned at (l o'clock.

WOMAN FRANCHISE. 

To THE Editoh :— The women of Brit- 
ish Columbia are petitioning the legisla- 
ture for the franchise, and let us hope 
the legislature will give due considera- 
tion to their petition. The following 
clause ought to, at this juncture, ai)peal 
forcibly to the loyalty ot every member 
of the house : " Aa a tribute to Her Ma- 
jesty tjueen N'ietoria on the celel)ration 
of her diamond jubilee, yotir i;etitionera 
believe it would in! a littioir and graceful 
iu'.t on tho part of the legislature in ses- 
sion in the city wnich bears Her Ma- 
jesty's name, to show their appreciation 
of Her Majesty by granting to those of 
her sex in this province ei|Ual rights of 
citi:'.enship with men," 

Why should women not have equal 
rights of citizenship with men'' Is there 
one .single argument that will " hold 
water^' which can be advanced against 
according them this justice? or one oh 
jeelion which has not been exploded 
w h ere the q uestiOQ has been f a i r 1 y 1 1 1 res h 
ed out? In New Zealand the granting 
of electoral privileges to women has 
been attended with the liapiiiest results, 
am! a great liiany measures of reform 
have been paaaeil during the last few 
years. In tbat sister colony every jior- 
son, male or female, of the age of 21, 
who lias resided there for twelve montlis 
and in tl'io electoral district for three 
months, is entitled to have his or her 
name upon the roll. Women asked for 
a vote because they know that those out- 
side tho legislative pale have always 
auffert-d and must, while the world is 
hellish, continue to sufl'er from legiBla-> 
five neglect. They saw their poorer 
sisters sweated, starved, homeless, mis 
ei-able, deserted wives and mothers, toil 
iiig for a few pence, deprived not only of 
v.\'j. pleasures hut of tho bare necessaries 
y existence, and they asked for a vote 
ui oriler that these neglected children of 
the state might have — aa men who suf- 
fer the same deprivations have — the 
jirotection that a vote aiibrds. They 
formed themselvea into women's fran- 
chise leagues throughout the colony and 
tliey asked the government for the fran 
elii9e,an(l they got it. It was not a ques 
lion whi(di divided parties; the al)lea 
statesmen oii both sides were in favor 
of it, Cunsers'i'.iivo and Liberal alike. 

It would take more time than I have 
now at my disposal and more space than 
you would care to allot me, to enter fully 
into the history and progress of woman's 
aull'rage in N<'w Zealand, but a brief out 
line oi her inlluence and intelligent as 
sistauce in the arts of legislation may be 
u'iven. If t^e women of British Colum- 
bia do not succeed this time in their 
noble aspirations, let them not losecour- 
age but go forward and organiise* and 
agitate, and stand together, as their sis 
ters under the .Southern Cross have 
done, for tliey must like them be trusted 
1 n the advance of education and Chris 
tian uocialiBin and the wide sphere of 
womanhood the 20th century woman 
everyv.'here will be freed from the mat 
eaten fetters of the paat. Perhaps before 
the end of this century, (mayluip this ses 
aion) the woiiuui of British Columbia 
will cease to be " chattels." Then would 
the law-givers of thojirovince deserve to 
have their names " writ large " in )iis- 
tory. 

The wo«!(>en of New Zealand have for 
their aim the improvement of the condi- 
tion of the masses, the protection of the 
wage camera, particularly of their own 
sex, the promotion of social purity, old 
age pensions and other progresBi>ve 
measnres- To carry succor to those who 
^^'ant it, apart from political expedients 
or fiscal policies or any considerations 
on God's earth is the basis of their hu- 
manitarian <!(VortH, and tho basis of all 
go(.d government, and more important 
than iiuestions of tarill'or linanei! v.'hich 
they leave to men. Our universities, like 
the ballot box, are open to all, irn-apec- 
tire of sex, iuid our iiolilical woman is 
just aa (diar)ning as our " sweet girl 
graduate" — she is just as goeil 
a wife and mother and housekeeper 
as before the franchise. She ia not, ay 
some outsidera are apt to imagine, 
a talker' but a T. orker, and lier work ia 
sure and steady — for God and home an<l 
humanity. 

Her presence baa a restraining and 
purifying influence at every political 
meeting, and her attention to matters of 
serious interests com|)Qls the respectful 
recognition of all wise and true men.

T<i line Mdiidu : — .Is the juovincial 
legislature ia now in eeHuion and certain 
amendments to the Muuieipalities Act 
are contemplated, some remarks upon 
the iiualKication now required tiy the 
act to he held hy aldermen will perhaps 
bo in order. 

At preeent the iiualifieation by law re- 
.<!uired ia that every alderman must li;ive 
been for the six months uert preeeuling 
the day ^of notuination the registered 
ov.'ner of land or real property in t&'e 
eity of the aeaessed value on the assess-' 
ment roll of ifoOO or more, over and 
above any registered charge. 

In the provineial legislature, which 
creates the municipality, and ig there- 
fore its superior, the only iiualilication 
required of its motnbers is tliat they he 
llritish subjects and resident within the 
province for one year previous to the 
date of election. 

Since no property qualification ia 
therefore required in the superior body, 
can any reason be advanced why the in- 
ferior one should be rendered the more 
exclusive? 
Again, under the present Municipal- 



ities Act we lind that men holding the 
above (lualilieation, but having no estab- 
lished business or other interest in the 
city, have been elected to and lilhul the 
o[li(!e of aldermen, while on the other 
hand, others who have had many thous- 
and dollars invested in tho city either as 
merchants or in other ventiirea, have 
been excluded from participating in the 
management of tlie city's affairs Bimjilv 
toecause they have not seen fit to invest 
tho required amount in the necessary 
feu square feet of land requisite to give 
them the aldermanie qualification. 

The merchant with capital invested in 
liis stock in trade, or the manufacturer, 
has certainly a deejier interest in the 
welfare and prosperity of the city than 
has the mechanic residing upon his 
^•■>U0 lot in the outskirts of the city. I 
would however exclude neither, but on 
the other hand, would strongly advecate 
the abolition of all proiierty qualification 
in aldermanie candidates, and let the 
only rccjuiremeut he that thev be British 
iubjecte, resident within the munici- 
pality, and that their names at the time 
of nomination he upon the voters' list of 
the municipality. 

I shall be pleased if tliis communica- 
tion brings forth some discussion upon 
this subject, as. it is in my opinion one of 
(treat importance, and a change in the 
direction indicated would undoubtedly 
make our municipal councils more repre- 
sentative than they hitherto have been.

Lo.VDOJT, M.arch It was rumored 
that the Crown Prince of Greece had 
started for Thessaly. According to 
later dispatch froin Atiiena, a tendency 
towards dcapoiulency is besinaing to 
show itself at the Greek capital. " The 
last hope of a rupture of the concert of 
l::urope having been scattered by tlie de- 
cision of France to join in coercion,'' the 
dispatch adds, " tliere ia much specula- 
tion as to whetlier the forces of the 
powers will proceed to active measures 
against Col. VasBos' troops. 'Wlule it is 
fonnally announced tliat orders hav 

' been given both the (_ireek troops and 
ships in Crete to oppose force liy force, it 
may be doubted whether the orders 

'• were really given. lirave words, how 
ever, are indispenbablo in the prevailing 
poDular inoud. The King and the gov- 
eniment liave no choice but to SWim 
with the tide." 

I Paiiis, March IG.— Kx-Minister Go 
, blet, in the chtfliiber of deputies lodny 
i questioned the government on Cretan 
; affairs and urged that France should 
' support Greece, claiming that tiie for- 
; mer'a withdrawal from the JMiropean 
' concert would not affect the Russian a' 
liance, which, he asserted, ditl not oblige 
France to join in an expedition in which 
, she was not interested. 

M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign af 
fairs, recapitulated the reply of Wreece 
to the identical notes of the powers, and 
added : ' 
I "Tlie powers have decided, in order to 
insure order and security, that each of 
. the powers shall reinforce its continsents 
already lauded by .">0U or liOO men. ^ If 
lireece continues to support Col. Vas- 
eos, then the admirals will take immed- 
iate measures for the coercion of Crete 
and the Greek ports will also be block- 
aded." 

Referring to M. Goblet's suggestion, 
M. Hanotaux pointed out that tho l!i 
ish were now in Kgypt aa a resultoi pre- 
vious abstention on the part of Imuu 
adding that the continuance ol sucli 
policy meant praventing I'rance from 
taking any role" in the Mediterranean, 
and in that case, besides recalling her 
warships from Crete, she should also 
dismantle them. Contiauing, the min- 
ister remarked : " The Cretan im 
broglio can be arranged without us." 
Ho concluded with au appeal to the 
chamber to support the government in a 
concert of the powers. Tlio chamber by 
a vote of oo6 to l-l.'i approved tho gov- 
ernment's declaration on the Cretan 
Hiiestion. 

A riiicNS, March lii.— The receipt of the 
news from I'ana has caused a ))easimi8- 
tic feeling here, but the government^ is 
determined to maintain its opposition 
and iiwait the blockade. 

Dispatches received at midnight from 
Volo and Larissa state that two insurg- 
ent bands, one composed of one thousand 
men and tlie other of three Imndred, 
liave crossed into Macedonia. The 
Greek troops have arrested, near Lar- 
issa, a Turkish major spying upon the 
troops. « 

It is generally believed that the enforce- 
ment of the blockade will be the signal 
for a conflict on the frontier. Tho papers 
yesterday spoke in a moderate tune of 
the situation. In the bouhi the presi- 
dent of the chamber read many mes- 
Bages from abroad (;spressing syaipathy 
with the ellbrta of Greece. These were 
received with great applause. The min- 
ister of war introduced a hill permitting 
the enrollment of Greek volunteers and 
the creation ol a foreign Phil-Hellenic 
legion. 

The regiment of the Crown Prince 
Coustantine, the only one now remain- 
ing at Athens, will start for the frontier 
before the blockade begins. • 

Caxea. March 16. — A sensation has 
been caused by the report that the 
Italian vice-consul, who has visited the 
spot, confirms the alleged treacherous 
uiassacres of the Moslems in Silia dis- 
trict by the ChriBtiaiis last month. He 
gives detailH ol the revolting barbarity, 
and lixes the nunilier of victims at one 
thousand.

The for- 
eign warships went there and pro- 
claimed ti e place under the protection 
ot the jiowers. The firing then ceosed. 

Til ere are rumors of a serious massa- 
cre of Armeniana by the Turkish troops 
at Sivas, and bloody engagements be- 
tween the Turks and insurgents at Er- 
ania and Kerassia, in KpiriuB. Tho Ar- 
menians are cruelly oppreseed in the 
Adana district and tlieambas-sadors have 
complained to the Grand Vizier. An 
-Vrmenian reliei distribiitor baa been 
murdered at Darliekir and robbed of his 
relief funds. The outrage was in obably 
committed by KurdH. 8ir Phillip Cur- 
rie and Mr. Terrell lia\-e ilRnmn.ded the 
punishment oi the murderer and the re- 
stitution of the money. 

While the sunset guns were being 
fired by the fleet in Suda bay last even- 
ing, a turret gun on the Russian warslhp 
.Sissoi Veleky exploded with a terrific 
crash. The turret was blown to pieces 
and fifteen men stationed near the gun 
killed outright. These induded two of- 
ficers. Thirteen others were so badly 
injured that tbey will die. Portions of 
the bodies of the killed were found 
strewn on the deck, which presented a 
ghastly siiectacle. Tlie Sissoi \'eleky is

It ia bcHeved 
the Canadian Pacilic will now take in- 
dependent action and pay the commie- 
sions, which may give rise to a rate war.
